Jotge Lowry’s Attack Upen the Ohivairy of John 
Wise—The Progr«as of the Eaglish-Peele

Wasnrxcton, May 20 —[Specia]]—Comp- 
troller Lawrence to-dey informed Mr. Blount 
that all the claims for a rebate of the tobacco 
tax in Georgia had been audited, and that 
those which have not already been paid only 
await the regular course of business leading 
to the issue and delivery of the treasury 
drafts for their payment. All the Georgia 
claimants will, therefore, receive their rebates 
in afew days. 

No outside trouble is anticipated from 
Judge Lowry’s severe rasping of John Wise 
in the house this afternoon. He touched 
Wire on & most sensitive point when he said 
it made no difference to him what was said 
by 2 gentleman who practiced statesmanship 
in his kitchen and played the harlequin in 
the house. Since Wise, in his testimony be 
fore the Danville committee stated that he 
always received his colored constituents in 
his kitehen, he has been kept busy explaining 
his unfortunate remark, and the heozier con- 
gressman Was quite exasperating this after- 
noon. Wiss will speak to-morrow, and it is 
gsid will reply to Lowry in peppery ianguage. 
The English-Peelle case caused considerable 
feeling.

IN THE SENATE. 


The Rallread Land Grante—*he Agrieuliural Ap» 
propriation Bll). 

WaAsHINGTON, May 20 —In the senate after 
the transaction of the routine morning bus~ 
iness the chairman laid before the senate the 
resolution Offered yesterday by Mr. Van 
Wyck, relatiog to the land grant of the New 
Orleans, Baton Rouge and Vicgsburz railroad 
company, andon motion of Mr. Allison, 
without objection by Mr. VanWyck, the res 
olution was referred to the committee on 
public lands for its opinion and report as to 
the propriety of the proposed inquiry. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
taken up and proceeded with by sections 
One of the amendments added to the bi'!l by 
the senate committee appropriates $20,000 for 
continuing the location and sinking of arte- 
sian Wells on the piains, witha view to re 
clfting the arid and waste public lands. A 
good deal of objec'ion was raised to this pro- 
vision. The discussion was parti- 
cipaied™inSby Mersrs. Wilson, Conger Cole, 
Hale, McMillan. Miller of Colorao, Plumb 
and Jones of Nevada. Finally this appropri 

ation was limited to the consiruction of two 
wells, andthe amendment was egreed to— 
yeas 28, nays 22. Auother addition made to 
the bill by the senate committee was $15,000 
for the encouragement of siik cullure. 

Mr. George moved to amend by|making the 
amount read $20000 The amendment was 
supported by Messrs Morgan, Miller of Cali- 
fornia, Miicneli of Colorado, and opposed by 
Messrs. Ingailsand Altison. It was defeated 
by a vote of 22 yeas to 29 pays, and- the 
amendment was allowed to stand at $15,000. 
At the close of the debate the bill was passed 
Without deviation The only changes of im 
portance by the senate are an increase 1n the 
amount of the appropriation for the labora- 
tory from $16 000 to $20,000; the addition of 
the item of $20 000 for sinking artesian welis 
in arid lands, and tqe item of $15,000 for the 
encouragement and development of silk cul- 
ture. Adjourned,

He supposed 
that that remark was fonnded upon the le- 
gend that Chairman Barnum had once 
telegraphed to Indiana concerning some 
mules. In view of thespectacle which the gen- 
tleman from Virginia presented on this floor, 
he apprehended that if Barnum had been tele- 
graphing to Virginia for an animal of the 
lower order, he would have telegraphed for 
one still more brutal in its instincts than a 
mule.

WARD'S FINANCIERING. 


THE STORY OF A COLOSSAL CON- 
FIDENCE MAN. 


The Costract Beck of Grant & Ward Preduced in 
Court— Phe JOuriostties ameng the Entries 
The Pres De: of the L-ttre “C. 4. A.”— 
Fish’s Imporianee— Other Me'tere. 


New Yorx, May 20—In the Grant and 
Ward reference case to-day, Mr. Bangs pro 
duced a book which Ward said he recognized. 
It proved to be the book in which the famous 
contracts were recorded. The entries were 
written in Ward’s handwriting, in black and 
white. The word ‘‘settled’’ appeared across 
the face of each in red ink in Fish’s hand- 
write. Contracts were numbered from 16,- 
233, beginning in April 1862, and ending in 
May, 1884. Occasionally other words ap- 
peared in Fish’s writing: profits and the date 
when paid. Each contract was also labelled 
as ““pork, corn, oats,” andthe like, referring 
io its nature. Among the parties with whom 
contracts were made were the Manhattan 
company, the Mystic river National 
bank ; the St. Nicholas bank, 
the Wendham National bank, 


the Second National bank, the Lincoin Na~- 
tionaland others. Grant & ard's notes 
were indorsed by Ward himself in order to 
get the money on them. The manner of 
discounting the paper at these banks Ward 
could not remember. The profits Ward tes- 
tified were simply written down as the per 
son estimating them might please. They 
were imaginary and could be put at any fiz- 
ure Contract No. 233 had the words oppo- 
site"*G & W. take 11’’ Ward said that 
Grant & Ward did notake‘anything—that he 
wrote it himself, but did notremember any- 
thpg aboutit. The imaginary protit on this 
Opposite one of the contracts 
were the initials ‘CC. A.”” The witness, 
however, said that President Arthur 
had no interest whatever. Many 
of the contracts and letters were 
merely private work. There was no system 
of division of profits when any. occurred, but 
Ward admitted that he usually got his share. 
Fish was the one who determined what in- 
terest each one had in the contract business, 
and his decisions in these cases were arbitrary 
and upquesticoed. When a man was taken 
into these contract operations, be was givena 
paper which contained instructions. The 
uninitiated could only get in through himee!f 
and Fish, but principally through Fish. 
When Ward made the transfer ef $500,000 to 
Warner he said he did not make any esiimate 
of the profits in the transaction. He didn’t 
know what the valueof the securities was, 
that he took Fish on May 3d. It might have 
been $14 000 000, he didn’t know. 
Mr. Davies fiied in evidence a schedule of 
the co!lateral left by the creditors with the 
firm Ward wes served with a subypcena to 
ttsafy before the grand jury as he entered the 
reference room to-day. 
Russell Sage to-night informed a friend 
that he had decided to opea 
his doors to all comes 
to-morrow morning, and to receive the bal- 
ance of his pu's as fast ag tendered.

This 
announcement was received with cheers by 
the liberals. Lord Randolph said thas he 
| objected to the bill strongly on acconnt of 
‘some of its provisions. He thought the posi- 
tion taker by the government was statesman- 
like. He had no fear of the result of enfran- 
chising the Irish agrienliural laborer, and 
expressed the bope that the conservatives 
would not alienate the good opipien of the 
Irish by supporting the Broderick amend- 
met, . 

Lerd George Hemilton asked Lend 
Randolph Churebiil what he was really 
driving at. he said this was 
a statement of the future, then he declined 
to follow under such leadership. He con- 
tended that the bill was introduced to suit 
the exigencies of the liberals. Its application: 
to Ireland would result in reopening the 
floodgates of agitation. 

Broderick‘s amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 332 to 137. Lord Randolpn Churchill, 
Mr. Gorst, and several other conservatives 
aod ail the Parnellites voted for the govern- 
ment. Sir Stafford Northcote and many ef 
bis conservative followers quitted the house 
before the division was taken. Lord George 
Hamilton's: attaek on Lord Ruendolph 
Churchill caused considerable excitement 
in the house. The matter is the subject of 
seneral conversation and gives rise to a re- 
newal of the report that Lord Randolph 
Churchill is at variance with the conservative 
leaders. 

AN INTBRNATIONAL HUMEWS, 
Lonpon, May 20 —The Times, this morn- 
ing, in confirmiog the report that France had 
agreed not to interfere with the African inter- 
tional association on the Congo, in consider- 
ation of the promise of the association, in 
case it shall wish to withdraw from its pres- 
entundertaking, to cede its possessions to 
France, says: ‘It would be difficult to imag- 


}ine amore alarming contrast than that be- 


tween the negotiasions of the African inter- 
pational association with America, and of the 


} same association with France. The recogni- 


tion of the associa)ion’s fisg by America was 
obtained by the announcement o/ the broad- 
est and most catholic policy. The association 
represented itself as a benevolent trustee and 
the foster mother of tree African states yet to 
be established in the interest of humanity at 
large. The French agreement, however, finds 
the association undertaking to hold the terri- 
tory if it can, and otherwise giving to France 
the right of preemption.

THE WEST END SUNSETS. 

The red sunsets that were the pride and the 
boast of West End last fall continue to attract 
the attention.of that amiable, but generally 
sensational class, who courteous!y cail them- 
selves scientists. In the Revue des deux 
Mondes for May, M. Jamin, a member of the 
French Academy of Sciences, has an article 
on the subject in which he undertakes to 
show the truth of the volcanic theory of the 
phenomenon—a theory with which the read-» 
ers of THE CONSTITUTION are already familiar. 
M. Jamin is of the opinion that the eruption 
of Krakatoa, of which the papers last year 
contained full accounts, was one of the most 
important manifestations of volcanic forces 
has known, and that the 

the magnitude of the 
forces then put in motion render it 
not oniy possible, but entirely credible 
that an immense velume of yolcanic asbes, 
mingled with watery vapor, was expelled 
from Krakatoa to a height probably equal to 
the limits of the earih’s atmosphere. M., 
Jamin is of the opinion that this dense vol- 
ume of microscopic ashes floated above or on 
the surface of the atmosphere as oil floatson 
water, and that it gradually extended itself, 
wafted by the air currents, until it was visi- 
ble over nearly three-fourths of the earth's 
suriace. 

The advocates of the cosmical theory ots 
ject to the volcanic theory on the ground that 
some of the volcanic dust ought to bave been 
foundin the snow, M. Jamin meets this 
theory by pointing out thet it has been so 
found, and at points remote from one an- 
He likewise recalls the fact 

siniilar eruption occur 
red on an island in the 
Mediterranean in 1831, which was followed 
by no sunseis and the same peculiar optical 
phenomena covering a period of two months. 
He also shows from contemporary accounts 
that a similar state of the atmosphere exist- 
ed after the eruption of Vesuvius that result- 
ed in the destruction of Pompeii and Hercnu- 
laneum. Those who hold to the theory of 
cosmical dust will have to stir around con- 
siderably in order to break the force of M. 
Jamin’s arguments, Meantime, though the

in the house of representatives by Mr. Dor 
sheimer still bangs fire. It is openly opposed 
by a small gang of Philadelphia book 
pirates, and (under cover) by one 
or two so-called reputable New 
York pirates. l oder these circumstances the 
average congretsman, who is supposed to 
represent the spirit of honesty and sense of 
justice that reside in the people, concludes 
that his hands are tied in the matter, though 
itisa bold and unwarranted assumption to 
say that he has come to any conclusion, or 
that he understands, or cares to understand, 
the subject, 

The Publishers’ Weekly, which is an hon 
est and intelligent advocate of the Dorsheim- 
er bill, thinks the fate of the measure is 
sealed if the authors and their friends who 
have been trying to arouse congress to a 
sense of decency, do not consent 
toan amendment embodying ‘‘a moderate 
manufacturing clause,’ and confining the 
benefits of international copyright to books 
printed in thie country. Suchan amend- 
ment can have but ove meaning, and that is 
that, owing to the opposition of the Phila- 
deiphia pirates, congress cannot be brought 
tothe pointof consenting that a foreign au- 
thor shali enjoy rights in his own property in 
this country wicheut first consenting to be 
robbed by ihe Philadelphia pirates and their 
New York colleagues. 

We know of no reason why, American au- 
thors should stultify themselves by joining 
the Poiladelphia pirates and congress in an 
attempt to rob the foreign author. Before in-| 
dersing such a scheme, American authors | 
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should bear in mind . the fact 
Sat a. bill with such an amendment 
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Britain than they now have, for it must be 
plain that such a copyright law w ould fail of 
adoption in that country. Thr, law would 
be active in this country, but inoperative in 
Great Britain. 

While American aut/sors cannot consist- 
ently cease their effertsin behalfof inters 
national copyright, they can at least cease 
their efforts until sorthern representatives in 
conpgres; sball be ¢s fair-minded and as patri- 
oticas those from the sou:h, who are now 
ready, and huve been from the frst, to pass 
the Dorsbeimer bill as it stands. No honest 
man can consistently indorse the pirates’ 
proposition.

foreign authors the same 
rights in this country that are given to 
American authorsin other countries. This 
will speedily solve the problem of interna- 
tional copyright.
